Wheat- Raising snd Farming. 


Agriculture in the United States in 
one of its chief branches has another 
very important competitor in the field. 
The Argentine Republic promises soon 
to become the greatest wheat-producing 
country in the world. The planters 
there have but recently begun the ex- 
portation of wheat, but the increase has 
been very rapid—rapid, bowever, in 50 
steady a way that we cannot speak of it 
asa mere temporary or spasmodic con- 
tribation to the world’s supply. These 
shipments from Argentine were first no- 
ticed in 1892, when about 25,000,000 bu- 
shels were sent to Europe; in 1893 the 
shipments amounted to 45,000,000; in the 
first half of 1894 the shipments had been 
about 45,000,000, and in the indications 
in Buenos Ayres that before the.end of 
the year the shipments would aggregate 
75,000,000. Another crop will be haryest- 
ed there in December, and this promis- 
es to amount to 125,000,000. There are 
five million people in Argentine, and if 
wo allow five basbels per capita for 
home consumption, it will easily be seen 
that if the South American republic 
there will be a surplcs of 100,000,000 bu- 
shels, and this, of course, will go to the 
European markets snd Brazilian mar- 
kets once supplyed by us. The Brazilians 
have abrogated the treaty of reciprocity 
with us, and naturally our fiour and 
wheat, once exchanged for sugar, will 
have to find other purchasers. The 
shipments of agricultural machinery 
from this country to Argentine are at 
present greater than ever before, and 
this shows that the wheat planters there 
are preparing to enlarge the acreage, as 
the machines most in demand gre rea- 
pers, mowers and threshers. There sre 
otber considerations that makes this Ar- 
gentine competition formidable. The 
climate is mild there, and the food plen- 
tiful and cheap, The laboreis do not 
peed to be honsed or clothed so well as 
those who work in our harsher climate. 
Then, again, the Argentine wheat-grow- 
ing regions are quite near the ‘seaboard, 
and there is no need for a long and cost- 
ly land haul to the place of exportation. 
These considerations make it wise for 
us to look at the fature of -wheat cul- 
tare in the United States with candor 
and frankness. It will dono manner of 
good to underrste the .importence o 
becanes j>- deo?) 
south Amenca in low esteem. It wotru 
be wiser for Gaito come into competition 
with them only when we can beat them, 
or atleast hold our own. We cannot 
beat them in any game that requires the 
Americen farmers to live as the Italian 
laborers live who till the fertile soil of 
the plaine of South America. Nor 
should our farmers abandon the Seld to 
any competitors, however formidable 
In other words, we should by no means 
consider the possfbility of no longer cul- 
vating wheat. But we should cultivate 
it more wisely.

There is a fine spirit of scientific dis- 
covery abroad in the southern states. If 
it doer not umount to a great intellec- 
tanl awakening, then the signs that 
bave always attended popular move- 
ments do not apply iu this instance. 

Jt is the manifest destiny of the south 
to proclaim some cardinal principles of 
political economy in the near fnture. ‘It 
might seem extravagant to say that the 
hope of the nation rests with the south, 
bur in these days of political and com- 
mercial cuusternatiou much more ex- 
travagant things are afloat in the prints. 
In working out the destiny of the south 
the problem of the nation itself may in- 
deed be solved. There are qualities in 
the character of the sonth that will in- 
evitably bring thcsv people to the front. 
—Douahoe’s Magazine.

VAPER MAKING LORE. 


EGYPTIANS WERE FIRST TO DISCOVER 
THE GREAT ART. 


From Verbal Message Bearers to Inscrip- 
tions Upon Stenes and Then Upon Motals. 
Making Egyptian Paper—The Ingenuity 
of the Chinese. 


In all ages people have been compelled 
to communicate with cach other. Ata 
very early period of the world’s existence 
some material on which to inscribe any 
information which they wished toconvey 
to others was found necessary. Verbal 
messages, though often employed by an- 
cient nations asa means of communica 
tion, were not always possible to nse. 
Secrets had often to be transmitted, and 
it was a severe trial of a bearer's fidelity 
to intrast him with private affairs. 
Many tales are related in history and in 
legends of trusty niessengers who yield- 
ed up their lives rather than make 
known the secret, which notorture conld 
drag from their lips. Stil) failures were 
not uncommon, and human ingenuity 
set to work to invent some material on 
which to inscribe signs which could be 
understood at a distance. 

As people grew more civilized, s de- 
mand arose for some material on which 
records and histories might be written 
and handed down to posterity. Stones 
were probably the earliest form of writ- 
ing material. Even at the present day 
in many parts of the world stones are 
found bearing inscriptions. It would 
seem that among the earlier races of 
mankind any record of great importance 
was generally engraved. upon stone,. as 
being the more likely to be permanent. 
The same feeling may be traced in the 
present generation, the inscriptions on 
tombs, foundation stones of public build- 
ings and monuments. 

Stapes not being couvenient for the 
tragstiistign of long messages, though 
admirably adapted for receiving inscrip- 
tions intended to outlast dynasties, oth- 
er materials were tried. Lead, brass and 
bricks were all fonnd to resemble stone

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7.— Complete re- 
arns received up to midnight from all 
but half a dozen of the sixty-seven coun- 
ties in this state give Hastings a plurality 
of 233,373, a gain of 169,681 over 182, when 
Harrison's plurality was 63,747. The 
counties in which the count bas not yet 
been completed may add 2,000 or 8,000 to 
Hastings plurality.

Dr. Calmette began his experiments 
with the most powerful of the reptile 
poisons and made an analysis of the 
venom of the cobra. 

One of the must curious facts in sci- 
ence is that two substances having il- 
moét identically the same chemical 
compositions can have effects so differ- 
ent upon the human body as to repre- 
sent the best support of life on the one 
hand and: the quickest-termination of it 
on the other. The albumen, or white, 
of an egg ard the poison of the cobra of 
India are so nearly identical in compo- 
sition that it takes a very careful analy- 
sis to detect the difference. - 

It was long supposed that the fatal 
principle of snake poison was an animal 
alkaloid, but late analyses have caused 
the abandonment-of this idea. The fact 
which, for a Jong time, placed cobra 
poisoning beyond the reach of a remedy 
was its very similarity to albumen, it 
being held that no specific which would 
neutralize or destroy it could be pre- 
vented from neutralizing and destroy- 
ing the albumen of the blood as well. 
The poison contains two distinct albu- 
minoids—one coagulable aud the other 
persistently liquid in form. The latter 
is the active and death producing prin- 
ciple and mains supcrior to u heat of 
180 degrees F. as well as to evapora- 
tion, the solid result retaining all the 
deadly properties of the liquid. —Mo-

The Gold Dollar Had No Utility, While the 
Three Cent Piece Served a Purpose. 
To one who has not given the subject 

thought it would creem that the most 

useless coins ever issned by the United 

States: were the silver 8 cent pieces. 

They were small, as thin as a sheet of 

manilla paper, and befure they finally 

disappeared from circulation they came 
to be regarded as unisauces. 

Although there is much to be said 
against the snuori::: little coins, they 
were, as a matt- rot fct, o far greater 
utility, as far ss circnlaiio is concern- 
ed, than anozher coin. This is the gold 
dollar, which, experts at the snbtreas- 
ory say, lias never served any useful 
purpose. Suid Mantice Mulilouan, cash- 
ier of the aubtresenry, recently: 

“From the n:utilated concition of the 
gold dollars rent bere fir mdi r:ption it 
is positively =! u tbat the publie de 
not regard theim as cuins. Their only 
use appears to be for bangles, necklaces, 
watch charms, scarfpins und tho like. 
It is donbtful if one in n thousand ever 
really passed in circulation. 

“With the 3 cour silver piece it was 
different. Wixu first coined, the conn 
try bad nothing in the shape of a coin 
between the hngu copper ccuts and half 
cents und the siiver half dime The 
small coiv was bailed as a blessing aud 
became popular atonce. There was an 
excellent reason for its issue also. 

“Strange as it muy scem, it was not 
provided for by a coiużge act, yut by an 
act revising the postal rates. This law 
lowered the cost for transimittin ; the 
unit of weight for letters frau 5 to 3 
cents It was deemed advisable by gor- 
gress thereupon to issne a coin of corre- 
sponding denomination. The coin was 
of great utility und circnlated freely nn- 
til the advent of the nickel. '’—Now
